"lie Armies of Europe Have Various Rules 


Regulating It. 


The restrictive conditions at present in 


orce with regard to the marriage of 
ifficers in the Russian army foibid this 
privilege under any cirovunbtance in the 
;ase 
of officers under tho age of 33. Bo- 


Aveen the ages of 23 and 28 years the 
dot of an officer's wife must amount to 
a sum representing me minimum in- 
come of 250 rubles yearly 


On comparison of these conditions 


vith thoso regulating tho tame question 
a other European armies it may be 
noted that in tho Austria-Hungarian 
army tho number of officers authorized 
;o contract marriage is limited by a fix- 
ed proportion assigned to each grade, 
and, 
these totals being reaohed, all fur- 


;her marriages mn&t be deferred pend- 
ng tho occurrence of vacancies in the 
married establishments. 


The Italian army regulations, which 


fix the income of the fiancee at a mini- 
mum of from 1,200 to 2,000 lire, would 
appear to be mere rational in their 
operation. Italian officers, however, ap- 
jly a somewhat liberal interpretation to 
;his law, with the result that the num- 


of marriages occuiring under actual 


provisions does not exceed more than an 
eighth of the total number, seven- 
eighths of tho officers being united un- 
der tho conditions of the religious cere- 
mony only, and thus exposing them- 
selves to all the inconveniences wluch 
attend a marriage not recognized by 
civil law. 


Similar disabilities would now ap- 


pear to bo incurred by Russian officers, 
ind suggestions have been made by the 
press in Russia that a general revision 
of tho law is becoming necessary. 
The 


question is assuming some importance 
from tho fact that Russian officers, 
reaching a total number of nearly 40, - 
000, 
represent one of the most impor- 


tant classes in the state.—Brooklyn Oit- 
izon. 


The Teacher. 


One cause of the low standing of the 


teacher's calling is lack of extended 
professional training. Professions easily 
entered are not usually highly respect- 
ed. The medical profession has been 
cited as an illustration. Not long ago, 
when one could be a physician without 
special training, the profession was not 
very highly esteemed. Now, when ex- 
tended training is demanded both by 
public opinion and by law, the profes- 
sion is respected as one of the highest. 
In like manner the teaching profession 
would undoubtedly increase in favor 
were training of a high order demand- 
ed. In fact, we find the respect for the 
profession varying in different countries 
and in different grades of the school 
system almost in direct ratio to the 
education and professional training re- 
quired of candidates.—Fomm.

The Congress of the United States 


having pledged the country to secure 
tbe Independence of Cuba and to mam 
tain a stable government in tue island, 
the Wa* Department, now that th» 
Spanish troop* are to evaooate the 
island, i* preparing an army to take the 
places vaested by the Spaniards. The 
American army of occupation will for 
tke present consist of 50,000 meu. Thin 
force may be luorensed or reduced 
according to circumstances. If the 
people are peaceable and amicable re- 
lations are established between tbe 
Insurgents and their sympathizers and 
those who remained loyal to Hp.iio, tbe 
Amerioan force may te reduced, while 
on the other band, if tlie insurgent! 
and Spanish sympathizers do not 
agree, it may be necessary to increase 
tbe American forces to maintain order 
It le not probable that any organized 
effort will be made for tbe annexation 
of Cuba to tbe United States for a year 
or two. 


Cuba hae vast undeveloped re- 


sources, and it is an Inviting field for 
American capital. 
With ample pro 


teotion assured by Amerioan troops 
there will doubtless be a large influx 
of Amerlouua sud in a few years tbe 
sentiment will be for annexation to 
the United Stated. 


Havana, the principal city of Cuba, 


I* about as large us San Franelsoo. Its 
annual mean temperature I* about thn 
same a* that of New Orlean*. and with 
like sanitary regulations It la believed 
It would be healthier than that city. 
Tfc*> island is peonllayly adapted to the 
growth of s.ug«r cane and tobacco.

Santiago and cattle and horses are 
raised on an extensive scale in the 
Bteantalnoua dlstilotc.

and when troublous times fell on us 
and my should ere, though broad am 
willing, were weak, and myself sur 
rounded by snob circumstances and 
such people that I knew not whom t 
trust, then said I in my extremity," 
will tend for Colonel Taylor; he wil 
know what to do." I think It was in 
January, 1862, on or about the 16tb 
that I did so. You came, and I laid i 
yon: 


"What oan we do ?" 
Said yon: "Why issue Treasury 


notes bearing no interest, printed on 
the best banking paper. Issne enoag 
to pay off army expenses, and deelar 
it legal tender." 


Obaie thought it a hazardous thing 


but finally accomplished it and gave t 
tbe people of this Republic the great 
est blessing they ever had—their ow: 
paper to pay their own debts. 


It is due to you, the father of th 


present greenback, that the peopl 
should know It, and I take great pleas- 
ure in making it known. How man 
time* have I laughed at you telling m 
plainly that I was too lazy to be any 
thing bat a lawyer. Yours truly,

A special dispatch to London from 


Madrid says: The snrrendsr of Ma- 
nila on Saturday by General Jaudemes 
Ie officially announced. Tbe United 
States troops immediately occupied tbe 
city. 
The Americans notified 
the 


authorities at Manila that a bombard- 
ment by tea and land would commence 
at noon on August 9th. The city sur- 
rendered on the 13th and the American 
flag was hoisted forthwith. The Span- 
ish officers were allowed their freedom 
on parole. The judiciary and adminis- 
trative offices are to remain tempora- 
rily In the hands of the Spaniard!. Tbe 
insurgents remain outside of the town. 


Tbe Government at Madrid has been 


notified by the Spanish Consul at 
Hongkong of the surrender of Manila. 
It is not yet aware of the manner in 
which the surrender was effected. Gen- 
eral Merritt, it is claimed, took the 
greatest precautions to prevent the in- 
surgents from interfering with tbe cap- 
ture of Manila on approaching the city. 
The Madrid press fears that the sur- 
render may effect Spain's position in 
tbe negotiations for the fntnre govern- 
ment ot tbe Philippines. 


A dispatch from Consul Wildmanat 


Hongkong says: "August! says that 
Dewey bombarded Manila Saturday. 
The city surrendered unconditionally. 
Augnstl was taken by the Germans in 
a launch to tbe Kaieerin Augusta and 
brought to Hongkong. General An- 
gusti's wife and family accompanied 
Urn." 


It is believed that Manila capitula- 


ted because of a lack of food, the pop. 
nlation and garrison having suffered 
the greatest privations, 


Tbe War Department bae ordered 


Major-General Lawton, commanding 
the department of Santiago, to protect 
all persons and property within bis 
jurisdiction. Interference from any 
quarter will not be permitted. The in- 
surgents are to be treated justly, and 
liberally, but they, with all others, 
must recognize the authority of the 
United States.' General Lawton is 
directed to see the insurgent leaden 
and so advise them.
